By JOHN SEMBOWER 
(CPC Correspondent) <- 
SAULT STE, MARIE, Mich.—De- 
fence precautions at the great locks 
of the Soo canal in Ontario and 
Michigan, the hub of the vast Great 
Lakes waterways system which han- 
dles 90 per cent. of the nation’s iron 
ore, are being tightened as the result 


of what the recent army war games 
revealed, 


That one of the U.S. army’s most 
elaborate summer manoeuvres was 
staged here is indication enough of 
the prime importance attached to the 
canal in the strategic planning which 
views the northern perimeter of this 
continent as a major defence bastion. 

There is an atmosphere here again 
that is reminiscent of World War II, 
when extensive defence measures 
were taken against direct attack by 
air, rather than just the safeguards 
against sabotage which marked World 
War I, a 

During the recent war games, a 
picked squad of 45 carefully trained 
“enemy” saboteurs made a surprise 
pre-dawn assault, complete with di- 
versionary tactics and every known 
ruse of a sneak attack. 

The army draws considerable com- 
fort from the fact that all were re- 
pulsed, although one who was not 
searched was able technically to 
“blow up” the command headquarters 
later on. 

The twin detachments of U.S. and 
Canadian troops are being increased, 
and an immediate repercussion of the 
Korean crisis was the banning of all 
visitors and pleasure ships, including 
the big lake liners, from the four 
vital locks.on the U.S. side. 

This action, taken at the same time 
as the closing of the Panama canal 
to visitors, shows how sensitive the 
security measures are in this area to 
trouble arising anywhere in the

However, the Canadian locks 
which are less vital to ore shipping, 
remain open to civilian traffic, 


Relieved that no restrictions on 
visitors are in the present planning 
is Michigan’s special commission 
which already is laying plans for ob- 
serving the centennial of the Soo in 
1955. Ever since the French explor- 
ers and Indians developed a brisk 
trade in the lakes area, the Soo has 
played a key role. 

The Soo puts on a great show, day 
and night, during the shipping sea- 
son, As the vital link between the 
great ore ranges in Lake Superior 
and the steel complex of Lake Michi- 
gan, Huron, and Erie, the canal is 
pushed- to utmost capacity between 
April and December. 

As great ship canals go, the Soo is 
in a class by itself. Its two arch 
rivals, both perhaps with more glit- 
tering reputations because of their 
exotic locales, the Panama and Suez 
canals, cannot hold a candle to it in 
the tonnage volume handled, 


Forecasts are that in the current 
season, the Soo will ship more than 
110,000,000 tons and that is three 
times greater than Suez and five 
times that of the Panama canal. 

The biggest locks in the world are 
at the Soo, The Davis and Sabin 
locks in the north canal are 1,350 
feet long and 80 feet wide. The new 
MacArthur lock, built during the war 
as a replacement for the famous old 
Weitzel lock and named after the 
general, holds 21,900,000 gallons of 
water, 

They have to be that big, for lake 
freighters now come King-sized, The 
Inland Steel's new giant ore carrier, 
the Wilfred Sykes, completed last 
year in shipyards at Lorain, O., is 
678 feet long, 

They need to work fast to handle 
the terrific demands of the rush sea- 


son, because while Stez and Panama 
operate the year ‘round, the Soo is 
like some of Russia’s key waterways 
and is blocked with ice during normal 
years from late November to early 
April. 

Huge valves, controlling water 
flowing by gravity, fill the locks in 
10 to 14 minutes and empty them in 
nine to 11 minutes. All told, it takes 
a ship about an hour to clear the 
system which is the climax of the 
63-mile shuttle from Lake Superior 
to Lake Huron through the St, Mary’s 
river, 


This is not the first time that the 
Soo has been in the military spot- 
light; it has always been crucial dur- 
ing war involving the New World. 
The first canal in the western hemis- 
phere was built there in 1797, com- 
plete with a nine-foot lift on the 
Canadian side for large canoes, 

American troops seized it in 1814, 
and destroyed the pioneer canal, The 
lineal ancestors of the present locks, 
however, were not built until 1855, 
when Michigan completed a “state 
canal” over vigorous local protests 
because it extinguished a prosperous 
portage operation. 

Engineering-wise, the Soo is re- 
garded as the greatest flowering of 
the age-old feat of canal building, 
started by the fabulous Leonardo da 
Vinci at Milan in 1487, Its locks 
and canal works are considered the 
most modern in the world today,

Mobile Chopper 
For Combine Straw 


To aid the job of ploughing-in 
straw and speed up the rotting down 
process, a new mobile chopper has 
been developed in Britain known as 
the “Strobust’. It consists of a Ro- 
bust cutter and conveyor mounted on 
semi-pneumatics and suitable for at- 
tachment by hitch-point to the rear 
of any combine. The outfit carries 


its own engine—a 10 h.p. twin-cylin-' 


der Petter air-cooled gasoline-driven 
model—and can be used as a static 
unit for chopping straw, silage, etc. 

As straw drops from the combine 
it is automatically fed by chain-driv- 
en conveyor to the feed-in of the Ro- 
bust cutter and shredded and chop- 
ped and delivered to the rear to be 
spread over a wide area. 


ANCIENTS HAD MANY 
NAMES FOR SUGAR 


The first historic mention of sugar 
is found in China in the eighth cen- 
tury B.C., where it is spoken of as a 
product of India. 

The sugar cane was native in Ben- 
gal and cultivated there. After the 
fifth century B.C, it was introduced 
to the Euphrates valley and to China. 
Fellow travelers of Alexander the 
Great who invaded India in the fourth 
century B.C., in search of glory and 
loot, brought back tales of a reed 
that produced honey without the aid 
of bees. “Honey cane” it was called 
originally and Herodotus spoke of 
sugar as “manufactured honey”.

Doukhobors 
Of B.C. Have 
New Leader 


KRESTOVA, B.C. — Stefan S. 
Sarokin, a displaced divinity 
sttident from Germany, was re- 
ported to be the new leader of 


the Radical Sons of Freedom 
Doukhobors. 


Reports of Sarokin’s selection fol- 
lowed the return of the first group 
of sect members released from prison 
after serving about four months of 
their sentences for nude parading 
last spring. 

Another group of 60 of the 395 
sentenced to prison terms was due 
in this Doukhobor capital, amid the 
fire-blackened ruins they created in 
their uprisings last spring. 

Officials said all-of the jailed Douk- 
hobors would be cleared from Okalla 
Prison Farm, B.C. Penitentiary and 
a temporary jail at Grand Forks, in 
a few days. 

They had been given sentences up 
to three years, but were reprieved by 
Federal Justice Minister Stuart Gar- 
son.

If a plebiscite passes, only federal 
sanction will be necessary to cut 
away the red tape tying up the town 
property.
